U.S. Post Office adopts 
new design and building 
process; seminar set 


“Kit of Parts” is the name of a building 
system process that the U.S. Postal 
Service says will take it into the 1990s. Kit 
of Parts, according to the federal govern- 
ment, is a new concept that “standardizes 
the design of post offices while maintaining 
flexibility in size and location of functional 
areas.” Using recent advances in computer 
technology, the Postal Service describes 
its new approach as a “traditional solution 
to developing a building [that] combines 
the adaptability of custom design with the 
consistency and speed of standard plans.” 
The Kit of Parts itself is comprised of 
“computer-generated drawings, specifica- 
tions, schedules, tables, and calculations 
necessary to create a set of contract 
documents to construct postal facilities 
between 8,400 and 35,000 net s-f., 
exclusive of site-specific design features 
and requirements.” The Kit also includes 
“complete architectural, structural, me- 
chanical, plumbing and electrical drawings 
and details.”

The meeting included a general discussion 
of implications of the tax for members of 
the architectural community. The Depart- 
ment of Revenue said some of the issues 
in the statute need further examination 
before an interpretation is offered. 


The Department expects to draft Rules 
and Regulations some time this month, 
which will then be available for review. The 
BSA is planning a question-and-answer 
session at Build Boston outlining the 
general effects of the law — the exemp- 
tions, filing obligations and other issues.

Architects rally against 
MOSES petition 


The MOSES petition — Question 2 on the 
November ballot — will have devastating 
effects on current and future State 
architectural contracts. If Question 2 
passes, requiring the State to limit the use 
of consultants and contractors, al/ State 
contracts with consultants could come to a 
screeching halt 30 days after the election: 
@ 40,000 new State employees report- 
edly will be needed to provide the services 
normally provided by consultants to the 
State; 

@ 20,000 construction jobs may be lost 
as a result of the stoppage of design 
contracts with state agencies and authori- 
ties. 


The architectural community has joined 
forces with a coalition of more than 25 
organizations representing human 
services, health-care providers, engineers, 
legal and business groups to combat this 
initiative, which will have far-reaching 
effects on not only the profession but vital 
State services. The “Vote No on Question 
2 Committee” has undertaken an intensive 
educational campaign to inform the public 
of the effects this petition will have on 
people and services in Massachusetts. 


Gadsby & Hannah attorney Stan Martin, 
chair of the BSA’s Legislative Affairs 
Committee, and John M. Clancy FAIA, who 
was named to the coalition’s finance 
committee, are hard at work fighting this 
petition. 


“Although this petition comes at a time 
when many architectural firms are experi- 
encing tight budget constraints,” notes 
Clancy, “we cannot afford to stand by and 
watch it pass.” He urges all architects to 
alert their staffs to this referendum and to 
get involved immediately! Martin notes that 
there is no limit to the amount an individual 
or corporation may contribute to a referen- 
dum campaign such as this.

Under the terms of the grant, the project 
team will develop the programs for the 
three charrettes, conduct the team- 
oriented charrettes (which will include 
architects, contractors, social service 
providers and related professionals), and 
then will produce construction documents. 
Mongold says that the projects are 
intended to be built. “We are seeking 
innovative solutions and real-world 
manifestations” of those solutions, 
Mongold noted, and said this grant was 
critical to the effort.

High on that list, many believe, is legislative 
affairs. . . that often tedious, always crucial 
series of activities that relate to how the 
State governs the practice of architecture. 
For many years there has been a Legisla- 
tive Affairs Committee but for most of those 
years the Committee has been one person. 


It is a tough job, as the saying goes, but 
someone's got to do it. And for Massachu- 
setts architects, that someone for the past 
five years has been Stan Martin (above), an 
attorney with Gadsby & Hannah, the well- 
know Boston construction law firm. Stan 
Martin has volunteered his time to the BSA/ 
MCAIA to help architects address issues 
like the sales tax, the MOSES initiative, 
licensing issues, codes issues, and an 
extraordinary range of other legislative 
issues that have required legislative 
testimony, preparation of position papers, 
representing architects in negotiations with 
other professions, representing architects in 
a variety of industry coalitions, and gener- 
ally watching our flanks. 


As skilled and as dedicated as Martin has 
proved to be, it is time for architects to join 
Martin in the complex and critically impor- 
tant legislative arena. If you can imagine 
spending a few hours a month meeting with 
legislators, planning legislative initiatives, 
and otherwise engaging in a few licit affairs,

BSA opposes Artery 
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On June 21, the Central Artery/Tunnel 
Project hosted a public hearing on the 
environmental studies surrounding this 
giant public works project. Department of 
Public Works Commissioner Jane Garvey 
claimed that one of the major environmen- 
tal benefits of this project will be a 22% 
decrease in carbon monoxide omissions, 
which she implied are getting worse faster 
than expected. Garvey also said that up to 
15,000 new jobs will be created during 
construction and that the economic effects 
on the region will be positive and long- 
term. 


Also during the summer, Environmental 
Affairs Secretary John DeVillars, following 
his agency's own examination of the Artery 
Project, issued a series of new, extensive 
environmental goals he believes the Artery 
Projects should meet. 


More recently, in a letter to Artery Project 
Director William Twomey, BSA President 
Wilson Pollock FAIA expressed strong 
BSA opposition to one major aspect of this 
project, the “Z-modified” “north of cause- 
way” design of a gigantic bridge network 
intended to cross the river to Cambridge. 
As proposed, Pollock wrote, this bridge 
“will unfortunately provide the next 
generation with a project to remove and 
replace. . . we of this generation will all be 
held responsible for [it] and should prevent 
[it].” Pollock urged re-consideration of the 
tunnel alternatives to this proposal. 


In addition to further comments about the 
joint development options surrounding the 
future use of the land to be liberated by the 
depression of the Artery and a BSA 
proposal for a surface trolley between 
North and South Stations, Pollock also 
placed heavy emphasis on the quality of 
design work in this project. Pollock urged 
the establishment of a design-review 
process “to review the plans for each of 
[the] architectural and streetscape ele- 
ments” of the Artery and Tunnel projects. 
In his letter, Pollock focused specifically on 
tunnel portals and gateways, vent build- 
ings, bridges, tunnel interiors, and 
streetscape design above the tunnel. 


“The BSA's concerns focus on the quality 
of the urban environment in the long term,” 
wrote Pollock. “While we recognize the 
importance of the Central Artery/Third 
Harbor Tunnel Project for the long-term 
economic benefit of the City, we also 
recognize the critical role of the project in 
creating a new City environment. This 
project simply must recognize the role it 
plays in shaping the future of downtown 


Boston as well as portions of South 
Boston, Charlestown, Cambridge and 
Somerville. We are willing and anxious to 
help the State and City to develop the best 
designs possible. . . we have been strong 
supporters of this project and remain so. It 
is critical, however, that the design of the 
project be compatible with the complex 
and intimate scale of Boston. If this cannot 
happen, we will not be serving the best 
interests of the City.” 


The BSA's work on the Artery Project is 
coordinated by the Central Artery Task 
Force Co-chaired by Larry Bluestone AIA 
and Martha Lampkin AIA.

Managing contract 
personnel gets attention 


When the architecture profession encoun- 
ters an economic slowdown, the natural 
reaction is to reduce the size of the core 
staff to cut fixed costs. Having very little 
reserve on hand to cope with the uncertain 
time demands of existing or new projects, 
firms often bring on “flex” staff to supply 
needed hours or skills that are not resident 
in their core staffs. Managers at all levels 
who follow some simple concepts can 
guide a successful use of freelancers to 
resolve a staffing shortfall: 


(1) Establish your immediate needs. 
Determine whether your need is for more 
person-hours or a special skill. Write a job 
description that requires only the neces- 
sary skills to complete the job successfully. 


(2) Determine your budget. Consider the 
advantages of using a more experienced 


person who can complete the task more 
efficiently and thoroughly. Using a more 
senior person may save you costly and 

time-consuming work reviews. 


(3) Provide pertinent and complete 
information. Describe the project, phase, 
time-frame and required tasks that will 
provide you with the best-suited candidate 
for the job. 


(4) Evaluate the candidate. While 
reviewing a candidate’s resumé and 
portfolio, keep the specific project task as 
a frame of reference rather than what you 
would look for in a full-time staff person. 
Remember that a clear-thinking person 
can easily transfer skills obtained in other 
project types. 


(5) Encourage teamwork. Once the 
freelancers are on the project, it is impor- 
tant for them to have as much involvement 
as possible and all the information 
necessary to realize your goals.

Designers give 
advertising mixed 
reviews 


Architects, engineers, and other design 
professionals appear to be no longer wary 
of advertising's effect on the reputation of 
their firms, according to a recent survey of 
the country’s largest design firms. 


However, the survey also showed that 
uncertainty remains about whether 
advertising can be a successful communi- 
cations option in the design industry. 
Public relations executive Joan Capelin 
discussed these findings and others in a 
workshop on “Madison Avenue and You” 
at Build Boston '89 last November. 


The research — conducted by Capelin 
Communications, a New York City public 
relations firm specializing in the design 
professions and their related industries — 
was undertaken at the request of Richard 
Fitzgerald, executive director of the BSA, 
who wanted to know what had happened 
in the decade since the U.S. Supreme 
Court (in the landmark Bates vs. Arizona 
decision) changed the way professional 
service firms would operate forever after. 
The Court ruled that associations could not 
restrict their professional service members 
from advertising; otherwise, they would be 
in restraint of trade. 


Capelin’s firm sampled the nation’s 200 
largest architecture and engineering firms 
as ranked by Building Design and Con- 
struction magazine. While noting that a 
healthy 71% of the respondents had 
advertised, Capelin said that more than 
one-third of these firms weren't sure if their 
efforts were successful. 


“Advertising still seems to be a tactical 
solution, a tentative experiment or repay- 
ment of some IOU, rather than part of an 
overall strategic approach to a design 
firm's visibility,” observed Capelin. “The 
starter’s gun has gone off, but the runners 
— the design firms — still don’t know 
which way to go.” 


In her Build Boston presentation, Capelin 
detailed the major survey results: 

* Of the 53 firms that responded, 94% 
claimed to have a marketing plan and half 
of these firms said these plans included 
advertising. 

* 71% of the firms responding reported an 
advertising budget of $25,000 or less; only 
21% reported a higher allocation; the rest 
could not answer the question. 

¢ “Name recognition” and “getting new 
clients” were the overwhelming measures 
of advertising success. 

* Of the firms that had advertised, 47% 


judged their efforts successful; 13% did 
not; and 40% “didn't know” or did not 
respond to the question. 

* Those firms that reported their advertis- 
ing as unsuccessful cited two dominant 
reasons: no proof that the ads (mainly 
print) were affecting name recognition; and 
admission that their advertising was too 
infrequent to have impact. 


Capelin targeted the small budgets, the 
lack of strategy, and a dearth of creativity 
as the three key obstacles that have 
limited advertising effectiveness. 


“A $25,000 budget is a low investment in 
advertising,” Capelin said. “The only way to 
register good, measurable results is to 
advertise often, consistently, and selec- 
tively." A companion survey that Capelin 
Communications conducted of 103 
business and trade publications nationwide 
revealed that the level of design firm 
advertising is generally so small, such 
media do not even target those firms as 
prospects. . . Capelin also observed that 
most advertising agencies, who make their 
money from ad placement commissions, 
won't touch such low-return work. “This 
may explain why much design firm 
advertising stays in-house and is often 
below competitive standards,” she added. 


In Capelin's assessment, she noted that 
visibility can be achieved in dozens of 
ways, of which advertising is only one. 
“We've done our share of ads in the last 10 
years,” she noted, “but clients still prefer 
publicity along with a steady flow of articles 
and appearances or events to keep 
themselves before the public's eye.” 


“In fact, it seems to me from the survey 
results that advertising is considered more 
of a public relations technique,” she 
concluded. “At the very least, in order to 
make sound marketing decisions, design 
firms should decide beforehand what 
levels of visibility, budget, and risk are 
appropriate — and weigh them against 
what they hope to accomplish.”

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Senate critiques public 
construction laws 


This article is one in a series of advisories 
offered by the BSA’s Professional Practice 
Committee. This month's article was 
prepared by Diane A. Coulter, Esq., of the 
Heuer Law Group (Somerville). 


The Senate Committee on Post-Audit and 
Oversight recently released a report on 
Massachusetts public construction law. 
The report explores the impact that 
reforms made to the Commonwealth's 
public construction laws have had on 
construction projects during the past 
decade. The Committee found that, while 
the reforms have been effective in prevent- 
ing corruption, their implementation has 
caused costly delays in public construc- 
tion. 


The report uses four case studies of public 
construction projects undertaken between 
1980 and 1988 to demonstrate the 
problems with the Omnibus Construction 
Reform Act of 1980 — Chapter 579 of the 
Acts of 1980. The four projects studied 
were: the re-roofing of fire headquarters 
and the police station in Dedham; improve- 
ments and renovations to M.C.I. Shirley; 
interior renovation of the Milford town hall; 
and the construction of a fire-fighting 
academy in Stow. These projects were 
selected to represent both large and small 
projects managed by both State agencies 
and small towns. 


The case studies demonstrate that the 
reform of the public construction laws, 
which provide safeguards against corrup- 
tion, often creates unnecessary procedural 
delays. The report recommends that the 
Commonwealth review the public construc- 
tion requirements and make changes in 
the law to insure that public construction 
projects move forward expeditiously. The 
Committee made the following recommen- 
dations: 

* conduct a review of the public construc- 
tion process; 

* raise from $25,000 to $100,000 the 
contract amount that triggers the 
contractor-selection process (in July 
1990, the Commonwealth raised from 
$10,000 to $100,000 the construction 
cost amount that triggers the selection 
process for design services for public 
construction for cities, towns, and State 
agencies); 

* re-examine the filed sub-bid process to 
determine whether or not it promotes 
fair contract awards and efficient public 
construction; 

+ improve the flow of information between 
State regulators and municipalities with 


regard to public construction require- 
ments; and, 

+ for technical design projects, allow the 
same designer to complete an initial 
study and then continue on through 
final project design and construction. 


The report stated that, in this time of fiscal 
crisis, it is critical for the Commonwealth to 
continue to review and modify, if neces- 
sary, its public construction laws to insure 
that the many new projects on its agenda 
will be completed efficiently and economi- 
cally.

Dear BSA Members: 


Whether or not you have had the joy of knowing 
Jonathan Warburg AIA -- a colleague of ours 
and yours for many years -- he and his family 
need your help desperately. They have recently 
learned that their 11-year old son, Max (nee 
Benjamin), has CML, a life-threatening leukemia 
that is very rare in children. He is in urgent need 
of a bone marrow transplant from a compatible 
donor. If such a donor can be found within the 
next four months, the boy's chances of survival 
are good. Sadly, only one donor in 20,000 will 
have compatible bone marrow. The search has 
often been described as looking for a needle in a 
haystack. But these "needles" are, in fact, found 
and approximately 18,000 transplants have been 
performed. . . The mechanism for matching an 
eligible donor with a recipient is a computer- 
based registry maintained by the National 
Marrow Donor Program in St. Paul. If you are 
interested in helping Max or one of the 6,000 
other people waiting for a compatible donor, you 
need to register with the National Program. . . 
The first step is to have your blood analysed (the 
process is called Human Leukocyte Antigen — 
or HLA — typing; it is a simple blood test). You 
can accomplish this through your doctor at your 
own expense ($75-$200). Ask him to mail the 
results to Max's oncologist, Dr. Susan Parsons, 
Dana Farber Cancer Institute, 44 Binney Street, 
Boston 02215; and to the National Bone Marrow 
Donor Program. We are prepared to make 
arrangements with NMDP to have blood taken 
for analysis at or near your office depending on 
the level of interest. (Call the BSA at 617-951- 
1433 if you are interested in this option and the 
BSA will help you take the next step.) You may 
also have the procedure done at the American 
Red Cross at 180 Rustcraft Rd. in Dedham. It 
will absorb the cost of doing the extensive lab 
work in return for one donation of platelets from 
your own circulatory system. The platelets are 
needed to help people with blood cancers. The 
procedure is brief, comfortable and convenient. 
Call Deborah Katcher-Buckley at 617-461-2075 
to make an appointment. . . We urge you to act 
now.
